So President Tells 
Hall is Crowded for the 
Address 


Convention Hall, Buffalo, N. Ys 
Nov. 12.—Asking that he be regard- 
ed as a fellow citizen speaking words 
of counsel and not as the chief exe- 
cutive of ‘the United States, Presi- 
dent Wilson today asked the ranks 
of labor to join with ae other peo- 
ple of America on a “new and high 


{| platform.” 


The ‘presidgnt dievessed to review 
Germany’s situation before the war 
and’ to condemn her for “beginning 
this war.” 


“Germany,” said the 
“had a place in the sun. What more 
did she. want? There was nothing 
in the world of peace she did not al- 
ready have. 


“What she wanted was success py 
authority not: by achievement.” 


This authority, the president said, 
was to extend to domination of labor. 
Turning to the military situation, 
the president said that if Germany | 
keeps her line from Berlin. to arar 
she will have won all she started the 
war to win. He said the Berlin- 
eagle railroad was built primarily 
for military, not commercial pur- 
poses. Speaking of Russia he said 
“any body of free men which com- 
pounds with Germany is compound- 
ing for its own destruction.” 


“And the pacifists,” he added, “are 
a fatuous as the dreamers in Russia.” 


“We have come to the deciding 
hour’ between the old principles of 
power and the new principles of free- 
dom,” said the president. His ad- 
dress was delivered before repre- 
sentatives of labor from all parts of 
the country, attending the opening 
session of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

Escorted by Samuel Gompers and 
Governor Whitman, President and 
Mrs. Wilson were greeted with a sea 
of waving flags and cheers while the

This was the first time in history 
that a chief executive of the United ! 
States has spoken directly to the na- 
tion’s labor representatives. 


As the convention opened, A. A. 
Landon of the chamber of commerce, 
an associate of Howard Coffin in 
building America’s great airplane 
fleet, warned the, delegates against 
German agents in their midst. “The 
German propagandist may be num- 
bered among you,” he declared. 
“They'were in the British parliament 
and the Italian and French chambers 
of deputies. They had Greece by the 
throat. And if such is the case why 
should they not be in our own legis- 
lative bodies.” 

America’s national efficiency, Lan- 
don charged, has slumped 60 to 20 
percent since this country entered the 
war. 3 

“If this continues,” he declared, 
“Belgium will be a side show to what 
Germany will do to us. American 
manhood will be digging in all the 
way from the Atlantic coast to Buff- 


alo and LaFollette and the other pac- | 


ifists will either go over to Germany’s 
side or dig in so deep even a ground- 
hog will not be able to locate them.” 

Landon warned against internal 
wranglings. 
Half-hearted 
support of the war he denounced as 
treachery to “our flesh and blood” in 
British labor refusals | 
to give up usual holidays early in the 
war cost thousands of lives for lack 
of ammunition, Landon asserted. 

Formal reports this afternoon were 
to show the A. F. of L. had its most }- 
‘successful year in 1917, entering in- 
to agreements with the government 
on a scale undreamed of until the war 
suddenly elevated organized labor to 
a position of enormous power. 

Delegates were roused by Landon’s 
assertion that a German aggnt had 
offered an American $1,000,000 not to 
make allied munitions. 

President Gompers’ fight. for. re- 
election is certain to be opposed by 
those who object to his war attitude. 
Gompers’ adherents manifest an in- 
tention to brand those who oppose 
him as “American. bolsheviki.’’
